al and disloyal, honest and dishonest men.” Nor 
is he @ mere preacher ofa theory he would not 
| himself reduce to practise did occasion offer. He 
tells the people that “in the first Colony ‘to 
which Her Majesty had-appuinted him he had ‘a 
colored Chief Justice ‘and other public. officers 
under him, and in addition, he sat ander a colured 
clergyman for. some years with considerable 
edification.” We also learn through private 
sources that His Excellency carried these same 
principles of equality irito practise in social circles 
—that the black man was as welcome at his Ex- 
cellency’s table as was the white, all other things 
‘heing equal. There is no doubt. that, as His 
Excellency observed, the prejudice against color 
which exists in Victoria has been “ imported 
from the neighboring country”; and we fancy 
the remarks made by their Governor will have 
the effect of making more than one British sub- 
ject feel ashamed of the silly antipathy sv preva- 
lent in that.community, a prejudice for which 


_ the local Press is in some measure responsible.

POPULAR EDUCATION. 





History, both ancient and modern, teaches us |

So fully is this princi- 
ple admitted that in all civilized nations. one 
the first and most sacred duties devolving upon 
the Government is that of providing: tor the dif- 
fusion of sound knowledge and the mental cul- 
ture of the young. For any nation to neglect: | 
that duty would be at once detrimental to” ber

We wll know what importance an 
intelligent parent attaches tothe education of 
his offspring, and how luath be is to carry them 
with him.into any new country where he is not 
sure of finding facilities for their instruction. 
And right indeéd he is ; for all the weulth any 
man can amass will be of little value to his chil- 
dren if to-secure it they have to be reared in ig- | 
norance aid ‘barbarism, As right beginnings | 


kind we earnestly hope the sabject will occupy 
the early attention of the Government, and’ that 
a well devised school system, regulating the ac- 
quisition of school property, the appointuent of 
trustees, the employment of suitable teachers, 
the allotment of Government grants in aid of 
local effort and other points connected with the 
eficient working of a thorough system of public 
instruction will soon be forthcoming.
